Whelan Made Query 

Ruling of the State Highway 
Department came through the of- 
fice of D. C. Stackpole. district 
engineer for the Department. with 
offices in the Pennsylvania Build- 
ing. Ardmore. It was in reply to a 
question about meters raised by 
William P. Whelan, Lower Morion 
commissioners representing the 
West Ardmore District. 

Declared Stackpole in a letter 
to Whelan: 

"With reference to your visit to 
in ■ office, at which time you in- 
quired if the State Highway De- 
partment would approve the plac- 
.ng of parking meters along Route 
142, Traffic Route U. S. 30. through 
Ardmore, please be advised that 
we have secured an opinion from 
our Legal Department of the Main 
Office that the placing of meters 
along any State Highway is con- 
sidered illegal and cannot be per- 
mitted."

Veterans' administrations offi- 
cials are urging discharged vet- 
erans to "stop, look and listen" be- 
fore they engage in business. 
There are scores of rackets being 
worked against veterans who get 
ou of the army or navy with cash 
in their pockets and with the 
privilege of borrowing money un- 
der the G. I. bill for purchase of 
a farm, a home or a business. 

"We won't tell the veteran what 
to do," say.s N. D. Hathaway, di- 
rector of contact service for VA, 
"but we will advise him to the 
best of our ability. 

"The best advice we can give 
him is 'Use your head. Don't rush 
into an investment. Seek good ad- 
vice. Invest it-ate until you arc sat- 
isfied yourself. It is better to be 
sure than .sorry.' " 

In the menatime the veterans' 
contact service refers veterans to 
banks, or to the Better Business 
bureau in the city or town where 
he plans to invest his money. They 
give him the address of the legal

advice always ur«es veterans to 
convert thir national service life 
insurance. The VA does not tell 
the veteran where to invest or 
in what to invest hi.s money.

1940: (2) at 
least, 75 per cent of his time has 
been in active service: and '3) he 
has applied for and received from 
(he War Shippini: administration 
a certificate certifying he has 
completed his wartime service and 
is eligible to he relieved from fur- 
ther consideration as a draftee 
under the selective service system. 

Q. I am the widow of a World 
War I veteran and haven't been 
receiving a dime of pension since 
his death, seven years ago. I've 
tried getting a pension at that 
time, but was told that we, in Wis- 
consin, did not get any. Is this 
true? If I am entitled to a pen- 
sion, what list I do to get it? — 
S. W„ Kllsworth. Wis. 

A. If you arc the legal widow of 
a veteran of World War I. you are 
entitled to a pension wherever you

More than 2.700 new heavy 
trucks which originally cost the 
Government more than $21,000,000 
will be offered to Federal Agen- 
cies, State and Local Govern- 
ments, qualified veterans and 
dealers, in a sale beginning March 
4. according to an announcement 
marie recently by the Philadelphia 
Regional Office of War Assets 
Corporation. Consumer Goods Di- 
vision. 

The sale is the first major offer- 
ing of new trucks since the end 
of the war and is being conducted 
throughout the country by 11 
Regional Consumer Goods Offices, 
W. A. C. 

All equipment is new and ranges 
in size from five-ton prime movers 
to 10-ton Diesel cargo trucks. Five 
Turck models are included in the 
sale. All the vehicles are price- 
tagged and prices range from $5,- 
200 to $7,250. Some of the trucks 
are equipped with winches.

Division. Navy Department, Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 

Q. Is it true that a serviceman 
can take a trip around the world 
or across the ocean free and only 
pay half-fare for his family? — 
M. B., Superior, Wis. 

A. The war department has no 
knowledge of any such plan. 

Q. My brother was discharged 
from the army November 9, 1943. 
Will he be eligible for pensions or 
anything under the G. I. Bill of 
Rights?

Institutional Survey 
Planned To Aid 
Vets Enrollment 

Search to Start in 
March by New 
Training Service 

To aid the increasing number of 
veterans knocking at college doors 
but finding enrollments jammed, 
the Veterans Administration, in 
in cooperation with educational 
agencies, is preparing to make a 
survey of 1,500 to 2,000 institu- 
tions at the junior college and col- 
lege level in order to locate all 
available training facilities, it is 
announced today by H. V. Stirling, 
Assistant Administrator for Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation and Educa- 
tion. 

This survey will be made, begin- 
ning in March, by the newly or- 
ganized Training Facilities Service 
of Vocational Rehabilitation and 
Education. It is anticipated that 
the results of the survey will be 
made available at VA's 54 regional 
offices throughout the country in 
time for Summer and Fall enroll- 
ments. 

Preliminary background ma- 
terial was obtained in January for 
this survey when VA ascertained 
that 41 per cent of the more than 
100,000 veterans studying under 
the Servicemen's Readjustment 
Act of 1944 were enrolled in 38 of 
the larger and better-known 
schools. 

The present number of veterans 
enrolled for mid-Winter school 
terms and on-the-job training 
reached a total of 181,959 as of 
January 31, representing an in- 
crease of 38 per cent over the 131,- 
398 reported the preceding month. 

Of the aggregate increase of 50,- 
561 reported, 45,207 enrolled under 
Public Law 346, increasing the 
total to 136,383, as compared to 
91,176 for the preceding month. 
The remaining 5.354 had begun 
training under Public Law 16 (for 
disabled veterans), boosting that 
total to 45,576, as compared to 
40.222 for December. 

Veterans enrolled in institutions 
under Public Law 346 totaled 111,- 
756, representing an increase of 
34,954 over the 76.802 reported for 
the month of December. Veterans 
enrolled in on-the-job training 
under the same act increased from 
14.374 for December to 24,627 for 
the period ending Jan. 31. 

Veterans enrolled in institutions 
under Public Law 16 totaled 30.278 
for January as compared to 27,228 
for December, while the number 
taking on-the-job training jumped 
from 12,994 to 15,298.
